For War on Poverty

DEXTER — The antipoverty 
program is coming to a cru­ 
cial 
year 
that will decide 
whether it will be continued or 
dropped. 
Joseph M. Rowley, 
Jefferson City, state director 
of the division of human re­ 
sources, said last night. 
Rowley spoke at the annual 
meeting of the southeast di­ 
vision of the Missouri Asso­ 
ciation of Social Welfare. About 
75 attended. 
Congress has not acted on re­ 
newal of the poverty program 
and 
probably will 
not until 
after the November election, 
Rowley said. The program has 
not been sold to the taxpaying 
public. 
"No one in Missouri objects 
to eliminating poverty," 
he 
continued, 
"but people object 
to 
the 
means and methods 
used." 
The poverty programs often 
becomes too bureaucratic. Ad­ 
ministrators often lose sight of 
the fact that they are supposed 
to help the people help them­ 
selves get out of the poverty 
cycle, he noted. 
Becuase of the need for re­ 
vision of the poverty programs 
in the state, Rowley has asked 
his staff to develop criteria for 
the community action program 
agencies. 
Gov. Warren E. Hearnes has 
not vetoed a single program, 
Rowley 
noted, 
because 
the 
governor only has 30 days to 
approve the program and does 
not know whether it is locally 
developed. 
It is hard for the 
governor to say no to these 
programs, Rowley explained. 
To eliminate the guesswork in 
evaluating a proposed program, 
the state will be looking for 
several key points, Rowley said. 
One criteria for approval will 
be the amount of community in­ 
volvement in the proposed pro­ 
gram. 
To what extent the lo­ 
cal agency has been involved 
in planning the program, how 
the 
proposed project will be 
coordinated with other pro­ 
grams 
and agencies, why the 
proposed project is necessary 
and the amount of participation 
by municipal agencies will be 
considered before the program 
is approved, the director said. 
The proposed community ac- 


tlon program must have ex­ 
perienced personnel to account 
for funds which can stand up 
to an official audit before ap­ 
proval will be given. An inex­ 
perienced person given the re­ 
sponsibility of accounting for$l 
million will have trouble since 
he is not familiar with the tech­ 
nical aspects of auditing me­ 
thods, Rowley explained. 
The degree to which the com­ 
munity action program coor­ 
dinates its efforts with exist­ 
ing planning agencies and those 
agencies that will be created by 
new laws will also determine 
whether that CAP is approved. 
The CAP should use all exist­ 
ing agencies, 
both public and 
private to accomplish its goals, 
Rowley declared. 
These war on poverty pro­ 
grams have to be 
sold to the 
public if they are to be con­ 
tinued. 
"Some programs have 
obviously failed and should be 
discontinue^" he noted, while 
others must be examined care­ 
fully to eliminate waste. 
The antipoverty program pro­ 
bably began in 1960 when the 
then Sen. John F. Kennedy was 
in West Virginia campaigning 
for the presidency, Rowley said. 
Kennedy had just finished de­ 
livering a speech to coal miners 
who no longer had jobs since 
the mines had been depleted. 
When 
Kennedy 
finished, 
a 
miner spoke out and said he 
had heard that Kennedy had 
never been poor a day in his 
life, asking the candidate if this 
were true. 
Kennedy admitted the state­ 
ment was true, to which the 
miner replied: 
"m ister, you 
ain't missed a thing." 
Kennedy became aware of the 
needs of the poor in that cam­ 
paign. 
The poverty program, 
started by Kennedy and ex­ 
tended by President Johnson, 
is foe first time any govern­ 
ment in the world has helped 
its poor, Rowley said. 
TO date Southeast Missouri has 
been allotted $3,312,000 for the 
poverty programs of the neigh­ 
borhood youth corps, the com­ 
munity action programs and 
adult education, 
the director 
noted. 
Surveys have shown that the 
three things the poor want in 
this poverty program are jobs,

Cities Need, 
Locher Says 


WASHINGTON (AP) — May- 
or Ralph S. Locher of Cleveland 
said today all the money in foe 
world will not solve big-city 
problems unless there is law 
and order in the streets. 
And he told a Senate panel 
investigating big-city problems 
that poverty is the most basic 
affliction of all — "poverty and 
its offspring, revolution and 
crim e.” 
He did not discuss in a 
prepared 
statement foe out­ 
break of violence in a Negro 
slum area of Cleveland this 
summer. 
But, like the mayors who 
came before him, Locher urged 
a new transfusion of federal aid 
to help rebuild the cities. 
"Cleveland's specific prob­ 
lem s differ from those of other 
central cities more in degree 
than in kind,” Locher said. 
Among them, he said, are 
vast influxes of foe poor and 
disadvantaged, slums, problem- 
plagued schools, unemployment 
and "m ore importantly, the de­ 
struction of hope for those who 
need it most.” 
"And poverty,” he said, "at 
the root of it all, poverty.” 
Locher said the nation faces 
foe task of creating a new mid­ 
dle class in the great cities. "It 
is a task which we can hope to 
accomplish only by marshaling 
all the forces and all the re­ 
sources at our command and 
working together as never be­ 
fore,” he said. 
He suggested that a share of 
federal income tax funds be re­ 
turned to foe cities — "as a 
matter of right” — to use as 
they see fit.

TOLL ROADS THE ONLY SOLUTION! 
To solve our already massive traffic problem 
on highway travel, one that will become stag­ 
gering if we delay several years longer, Mis­ 
souri has no alternative but to take the route 
of toll roads. It hasn’t been very long ago that 
signs announcing a toll road or bridge ahead 
brought automatic expressions of distaste. But 
this is another era — in tourist travel, in 
commercial transportation, in ready acceptance 
by those who want modern roads to pay for 
them 
ToU roads today provide the only practical 
and adquate means of financing widespread 
construction of fourlane, fast, comparatively 
safe highways. Motorists now seek out these 
highways, in Florida, Pennsylvania, Kentucky, 
Kansas, wherever they are. 
This editor has just returned from a $1,600- 
mile trip in three mid-western states and the 
urgency of constructing UNENDING stretches of 
modern highways has never been more apparent, 
both from the standpoint of traffic volume and 
safety factor. There were some miles of de­ 
lightful interstate travel. But there was much 
more of the narrow, up-and-down, curving road- 
wasy with detours, driving on fresh oil, driv­ 
ing trough jammed up cities and having to work 
at the task of traveling. 
The pleasant, restful driving we recall of 
some time back was made possible by the 
smooth-sailing toll roads in Kentucky, in the 
Louisville-Lexington area. After puching over 
winding slaughter strips in Southern Kentucky 
and Northern Tennessee. We have made it a 
point to seek out specified roads between Kansas 
City, Kans., Topeka and Lawrence because those 
toll roads provided the fastest, safest route. 
Our own Missouri, which has an admirable 
road program and a top notch highway commis­ 
sion, especially needs four-lane roads running 
north and south. 
If more legislators had listened 13 years ago 
to one of their foresighted members, now Mis­ 
souri’s Warren E. Hearnes, we would be a long 
way forward in meeting the demands of today’s 
traffic through the toll road financing method 
he supported. The Governor still says, and we 
are confident he is right, that neither gasoline 


tax nor bond issues can provide adequate or 
practical means to finance the construction or 
provide for the maintenance of an adequate sys­ 
tem. 
• 
- — -* 
When this editor served several years ago 
ago as state vice chairman of Missourians for 
Progress, an organization set up to increase 
the gasoline tax for needed highway, road and 
street development, it was believed this would 
go a long way toward a solution. It did help 
and is today, measurably so. But it was not a 
big enough step. This and otter tax sources 
cannot now or in the future provide sufficient 
funds to construct the kind of highways we 
need now and in the coming years. Motor 
transportation will be overwhelming in the 1980’s 
if we fail to start on these roads now. 
As many of us are aware of from personal 
experiences, and as the Governor said last 
week in Kansas City, the state's road system 
is mainly on an east-west basis. Our north- 
south roads, although being improved, leave 
much to be desired. Last week we drove to 
and from the Iowa line. The week before we 
drove south to Springfield, earlier to Holla 
and on another occasion down to Nevada. Sev­ 
eral weeks ago when we hurriedly set up a 
trip to Sikeston in Southeast Missouri, we were 
told by several experienced sources the best 
route was to drive directly east over Inter­ 
state 70 clear to St. Louis, cross to the Illi­ 
nois side and go south to Cairo, then cross 
back into Missouri to get to Sikeston. 
Missouri needs four-lane, fast, safe roads 
from: 
(1) Kansas City to Joplin, toward Fort Smith, 
Ark.; 
(2) Central Missouri to Southeast Missouri; 
(3) Hannibal southward; 
(4) An east-west highway across the bottom 
of the state. 
Only toll roads can provide the solution. 
It is imperative that the alert and conscien­ 
tious State Highway Commission move full speed 
ahead, first in the planning, then in prompt 
action to build the roads. Such highways as 
we speak of here can be built through the 
issues of revenue bonds and be retired by the 
users of the highways. 
The most modern highways, running north and 
south as well as east and west, are as important 
to Missouri’s present and future development 
and general well being as anything we know of.

Headlights and 
artificial highway lighting help, but the greatest 
advance in night-driving safety has been re­ 
flectivity. 
The principal of light-reflection is used in 
manufacturing traffic signs, road-edge mark ..gs 
and paint applied at many danger points such 
as bridge abutments. 
Beyond artificial light and reflectivity there isn’t 
mucn that can be done for the night driver. 
But he can do something for himself: stay 
awake.

The motorcycle and scooter 
age is upon us! The last ves­ 
tige of doubt vanished when the 
Motorcycle and Scooter In­ 
formation Bureau recently re­ 
vealed that the ranks of two­ 
wheeled riders has swollen to 
almost 5 million, and that re­ 
gistration of the vehicles may 
double before the year is out. 
In many 
states 
there are 
already twice as many cycles 
and scooters on the roads to­ 
day as there were just one year 
ago. 
At first thought, this fact may 
be almost frightening to those 
who picture all cyclists as hood­ 
lums such as occasionally make 
headlines with their Irrespon­ 
sible antics. 
But another and 
reassuring fact is that a lot 
of nice, solid citizens are mak­ 
ing use of this two-wheeled 
transport - sensibly and safely, 
for

There are, nwhen you stop to

There are few, If any, better 
places to seek out the rightful 
and necessary elements of the 
power of government than the 
Declaration of Independence. 
This is what it says about the 
basic powers of government and 
where they come from: 
"We hold these truths to be 
self-evident, that all men are 
created equal, that they are en­ 
dowed by their Creator with 
certain unalienable Rights, that 
among these are Life, Liberty 
and the pursuit of Happiness. 
That to secure these rights, 
Governments 
are 
instituted 
among Men, deriving their just 
powers from the consent of the 
governed,. . . ."

There is nothing in these mag­ 
nificent words about freedom 
from want, freedom from fear, 
or even freedom from war.

NEW YORK (AP) — We live 
today in a two-of-everything 
world. 
It is getting so a man can’t 
hold his head up proudly any 
more unless he has a two-car 
garage, and dwells in a house 
that has at least two telephones, 
two television sets and two or 
more bathrooms. Many of the 
bathrooms even have two wash 
basins — for Mr. and Mrs. 
But this philosophy of double 
plenty breaks down completely 
when a man goes to work.

What praflteth a man to dwell 
in a house with two bathrooms, 
two cars and two television sets 
If he has to work in an office 
where he is allowed only one 
desk and one swivel chair?

To 
have only one of anything today 
is a sign of lack of success. 
Deep in his mind lies the con­ 
viction that if he were really 
gettimg ahead at foe office he 
would have two of everything 
there, too — two desks, two 
swivel chairs and even two sec­ 
retaries. 
It may be argued that this is 
childish, that while it would be a 
pleasant status symbol to have 
an extra secretary to check up 
on foe first one’s spelling er­ 
rors, no mna could possibly 
have any use for a second swiv­ 
el chair or a second desk.

sameness leads to boredom and 
boredom causes fetlgue.

living, or services of any kind 
to foe citizen. The Declara­ 
tion speaks only of "securing," 
that is, of protecting foe lives, 
liberties, and opportunities to 
achieve, of every Individual. 
Without a sound and stable 
government, there would be 
crime without limit. We would 
live only under the "law of the 
jungle." We would be In a state 
of anarchy, or as foe men who 
signed the Declaration called 
it, "a state of nature." 
However, when a government 
has provided guarantees of life, 
liberty and opportunity to every 
lawabldlng citizen; it has done 
its job. 11 has fulfilled the only 
task set for It In foe charter 
of our national Independence. 
The 
government legally en­ 
forces its guarantees through 
three powers: to prevent and 
deter crime wlhln our own bord­ 
er through police action; to re ­ 
pel foreign Invaders through 
armed forces for national de­ 
fense; 
to administer justice 
among 
individuals, 
firms, 
states and the nation through 
the courts. 
We should discuss and per­ 
haps dispute the amounts of tax 
money which should be spent on 
police, defense and the courts, 
but no one can reasonably deny 
the need for these powers. 
A very important principle is 
that foe best way to handle any 
government power beyond the 
basic three is to control it 
entirely at foe local level. 
An example is education. Very 
few persons have objected to 
our system of free public edu­ 
cation and compulsory school 
attendance, because it has been 
under local control. Still, as 
desirable as free public educa­ 
tion Is, If It were controlled 
by the federal government, it 
would prove more of a threat 
than a blessing. 
Americans will be toss likely 
to approve grants of govern­ 
mental power where there Is 
no real need If they keep in 


mind the dangers of tedtral 
control. 
V personal enterprise can do 
any job better than government, 
government should stay out. If 
personal enterprise and gov­ 
ernment can do a job equally 
well, government should still 
stay <xit, because of foe risk 
involved In any new grant of 
power. 
B is time to assign foe task 
to government only when it is 
clear that personal enterprise 
cannot do a given job with any 
degree of sufficiency. This may 
seem a simple test to apply, 
but It Is not used nearly enough. 
There is no doubt that govern­ 
ment is now active in numer­ 
ous 
areas 
where personal 
enterprise could do the job bet­ 
ter. 
The supreme risk of allowing 
government to expand beyond 
Its three basic powers Is that 
government begins to gain a 
momentum of its own. At that 
point, the great transition from 
government-as-servant to gov­ 
ernment-as-master begins. We 
stand today, as a nation, In 
the very midst of that transi­ 
tion. The whole future of the 
kind of government called for 
by the Declaration of Indepen­ 
dence is at stake. The princi­ 
ples of foe Declaration were 
new In their day and they are 
still new In ours. Government 
as master Is the most ancient 
curse of civilized man. 
Just as the men who signed 
the Declaration had to make 
their choice, 
we must make 
ours.

country about the criminal acts

trainees both Inside and out­

their training camps. 
Though the anti-poverty bure­ 
aucracy still refuses to pay any 
attention to them, they should 
alert every thoughful citizen to 
what the anti-poverty program 
really is in practice. 
No one is opposed to the idea 
of training school drop-outs and 
needy young people in a useful 
trade, though many believe this 
could be done better by private 
industry or by local communi­ 
ties than by a federal program. 
But the worst indictment of the 
Job Corps is not that it spends 
money recklessly, but that It 
makes no attempt to distinguish 
between the youth who really 
wants to learn a trade and the 
young criminal who has no in­ 
terest in it. 
0 Most of the victims of the 
young criminals in the job 
Corps 
have 
been 
fellow 
trainees, who might have gained 
some real benefit from the pro­ 
gram if they had been allowed 
to learn In peace. 
Innocent 
trainees have been murderously 
assaulted. pne described how 
" w e formed our own sentry 
duties and we slept with our 
boots on and iron pipes under 
our blankets in case the gangs 
tried 
to

The anti-poverty bureaucrats 
in charge of the job Corps have 
so far confined themselves to 
making excuses for the young 
criminals. They are eager to 
keep them on the rolls, while 
they do not seem to worry about 
losing the better young people 
who are victimized.

Finally, it will take $25 mil­ 
lion to close down foe Mohole 
project, remove the drills and 
advance preparations for boring 
into foe floor of foe ocean off 
Hawaii. This site had been se­ 
lected because foe earth’s crust 
is thinner under water than on 
land. The two thinnest places 
are off Cuba and off Hawaii. 
The Pacific was chosen because

gram is one reason North Vlst 


Nam refuses to come to the 
peace table. Its leaders argue 
that the United States plans to 
remain in Viet Nam indefinite­ 
ly, regardless of peace. 
PROSPEROUS UNDER GOP 
If the $25,000 contribution by 
the Brown and Root family to 
the President's club last May 
was motivated by business, it 
was probably influenced more 
by the Viet Nam building pro­ 
gram 
than by the picayunish 
Mohole project in the Pacific. 
However, It should be noted 
that Brown and Root also pros­ 
pered under Elsenhower. They 
were given a large slice of the 
contract to build military bases 
in Spain at a cost oi around $2 
billion. The George 
Brown 
temlly at that time was con­ 
tributing 
not to Elsenhower 
but to the Democrats. 


It was at George Brown's 
Virginia 
estate during 
foe 
Elsenhower administration that 
Lyndon Johnson, then a sena­ 
tor, suffered his heart attack. 
Brown was the University of 
Texas roommate of Rep. Al­ 
bert Thomas of Houston, long­ 
time power on the House Ap­ 
propriations Committee, 
and 
much of Brown and Root’s abili­ 
ty to get government 
con­ 
tracts was attributed to 
this 
influential friendship 
rather 
than to Johnson. 
Of course the tect that the 
firm prospered as much under 
the Republicans 
as under the 
Democrats could mean 
that 
efficiency had something 
to 
do with It. 
NOTE - If foe $25,000 from 
Brown and Root 
executives 
was collected In return 
for 
government 
contracts, both 
sides 
could 
be prosecuted 
criminally. Under Elsenhower, 
Republican officials required 
foe Frederick Snare company 
to contribute to the Republican 
National Committee before it 
received renewal of the gov­ 
ernment contract torfoeNicaro 
plant In Cuba. This was con­ 
clusively 
proved In congres­ 
sional hearings, but tbs jus­ 
tice department 
refused to 
prosecute.

The owners voted Thursday to 
relieve the players of a $2-per- 
day contribution to the pension 
fund, now totaling $33 million, 
with the thought that this money 
could be diverted to paying Mil­ 
ler. 
They also voted to increase 
the players' pension fund share 
by 55 per cent, or $4 million an­ 
nually, from television receipts 
from the World Series and All- 
Star games in 1967 and 1968. 
Miller and commission Wil­ 
liam Eckert apparently dis­ 
agreed over dropping the $2- 
per-day item. 
"Three proposals offered by 
the players association were re­ 
jected and I am disappointed," 
said Miller. "My meeting with 
the player relation committee 
headed by president Joe Cronin 
and Warren Giles of theAmeri- 
can and National leagues was 
not a hostile one. I asked for 
basic thinking in their objection 
to my points. My next step will 
be to report back to the player 
representatives." 
Miller's Suggested proposals 
were: 
1. Joint sponsorship of the All- 
Star game foy the association 
and owners to get the income 
for the $150,000 association op­ 
erating expenses, including Mil­ 
ler's salary. 
2. A proposed careful study of 
the time and expense of the as­ 
sociation in administering the 
pension fund with the prospect 


of tapping the fund for 
share of the association's 
get. 
3. A suggestion that the play­ 
ers be permitted to authorize 
either deduction of $2 a day for 
association operations or have 
the option of continuing to con­ 
tribute to the pension fund. 
Eckert said that "in view of 
the great increase (of the play­ 
ers' TV money), the clubs fur­ 
ther aided the players by re­ 
lieving them of the requirement 
to pay the $2 dues to the pen­ 
sion fund, although I would like 
to emphasize that the action 
will be entirely voluntary on the 
players part.” 
In other action, club owners 
jointly marked time on changing 
the college signing agreement 
which enables big leagues to 
sign collegians after their soph­ 
omore year; tentatively agreed 
on major league exhibitions in 
Japan every other year with no 
league represented more than 
three times in succession and 
no club more than once in six 
years. 
Ruled that a major league 
player can participate in winter 
baseball provided he has not 
been in the majors more than 
four years; ruled that any play­ 
er on the disabled list 60 days 
or longer during the regular 
season will be permitted to play 
winter ball; and granted Cuban 
players permission to compete 
in winter ball in any Latin- 
American 
country 
of their 
choice. 
The American League gave 
unanimous approval of Vernon 
Stouffer, 65, restaurant mag­ 
nate, as new majority stock­ 
holder of the Cleveland Indians. 
The action confirmed purchase 
by Stouffer on Aug. 13 of the 
club's controlling stock from 
William R. Daley and Gabe 
Paul, who remains club presi­ 
dent and general manager.

Twy- 
man's own personal story and 
devotion to Stokes would need 
a separate book to detail, suf­ 
fice it to say that when Twy­ 
man saw the tragedy 
a n d 
helplessness of Stokes in the 
hospital, let alone the tremen­ 
dous expense Involved in car­ 
ing for him, Twyman became 
Maurice's legal guardian. 
It 


was Twyman who was respon­ 
sible for setting up the Mau­ 
rice Stokes Fund and has worked 
tirelessly setting up exhibition 
games during the summer which 
raise money to take care of 
Stokes's hospital 
payments, 
nursing, therapeutic care, etc. 


Knowing Jack Twyman person­ 
ally and working together with 
him in business, I'm sure the 
last thing Jack wants is thanks. 
His thanks is in the progress 
that Maurice Stokes has made 
during the last eight years. To­ 
day Maurice is able to com­ 
municate 
through 
a special 
type-writer and through the dif­ 
ficult task of relearning how 
to speak. 
It's a tragic story 
but it’s a heartwarming and 
inspiring one as well. 
And 
it’s not maudlin. It is a story 
that represents the finest that 
is America. 
Maurice Stokes 
is a negro, Twyman a Catho­ 
lic, the owners of the club in 
the Catskills are Jewish, in 
short, every faith and every 
color has been involved in the 
life of Maurice Stokes. 
But 
what’s more important and what 
really counts is that none of 
these people have looked upon 
what they've done as anything 
except helping out a fellow hu­ 
man being.

Men Strike in Protest as 


Woman Loses Job for 


Wearing Tight Clothing 


GARDINER, 
Ore. (AP) __ 
“At first you laugh about it, 
then you get mad,** says a wait­ 
ress whose husband is among 
more than 300 workers who 
have struck the International 
Paper Co.'s plywood plant in 
this Southwest Oregon coastal 
community. 
The 
strike began Tuesday 
when M iss Pat Morris, 35, was 
suspended from her Job at the 
plant because she wore tightly 
fitting clothes. 
Miss Morris, whose vital sta- 
istics are 39-27-39, says she is 
'heartbroken about so much 
rouble it has caused.** 
Miss Morris works the over­ 
night shift with six other wom­ 
en who, like her, wear stretch 
jeans and sweaters. She is not a 
union member. 
She was suspended by the 
plant foreman on the grounds 
that her tight sweaters and tight 
jeans were distracting to other 
workers. 
«1 don't know why they sin­ 
gled me out,** she said. «The 
other women wore the same 
type of clothes. I told them I 
would buy other clothes on pay­ 
day. They said something about 
being too stacked and sent me 
home.** 
Miss Morris says she works 
behind a pile of equipment and 


wears a «huge leather apron.** 
The company said she refused 
to change her attire after being 
orally warned about a week 
ago. 
A local of the Lumber and 
Sawmill Workers Union held a 
meeting 
and 
maintained the 
company should have given her 
a warning in writing. 
«It's a policy matter, not a 
personality matter,** says Har­ 
ley Gray, president of the union 
local. «We are not planning to 
go back to work until the com­ 
pany lifts the illegal suspension 
of this worker. We are willing to 
meet with the company at any 
time.** 


Gardiner is a suburb in the 
Coos Bay area which has a pop­ 
ulation of about 15,000.

Freeways Helping Some Towns 
Like Railroads 100 Years Ago 


NEW YORK (AP) — Five 
years ago, the country north of 
Abilene, Kan., was all farm­ 
land. 
Today it has a new 
crop — 
motels, gas stations and drive- 
ins. 
Once UJ8. Highway 40 ran 
through Abilene, a town of 8,000 
in central Kansas and the town 
where former President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower grew up. 
Then along came Interstate 
70, part of the nation’s 41,000- 
m ile interstate highway system, 
on which the federal govern­ 
ment is lavishing more than $50 
billion. 
About 21,500 miles of the na­ 
tionwide system are open now, 
including Interstate 70, between 
Topeka, 
Kan., 
and Denver, 
Colo., and passes one mile north 
of Abilene. Hie rest of the inter­ 
state system is to be open by 
1972. 


Many motels, restaurants and 
gas stations along the old road 
through Abilene have closed. 
Some have new locations along 
the interstate route. And new 
ones have sprung up 
in the 
farmlands. 
An Associated Press survey 
indicated the nation’s new high­ 
way system is doing for some 
communities just what the rail­ 
roads did 100 years ago. Cities 
along the main highways are 
growing; small ones further 
back are having trouble. 
«Nearly 
everybody agrees 
that a new highway in his area 
provides an economic shot in 
the arm,** says Robert Conway, 
an assistant director of the Mas­ 
sachusetts Department of Com­ 
merce and Development. 
California studied the effects 
of an Interstate 5 bypass on 
Dunsmuri, a small forest town 
in northern Siskiyou County, 
and concluded: 
«Generally, bypass studies 
reveal that business in a com­ 
munity will drop in the first six 
months after the bypass open­ 
ing. Then it will slowly recover, 
and in most cases surpass its 
former level. The process may 
take about two years — some­ 
tim es longer.Sometimes recov­ 
ery is immediate, and some­ 
tim es there is no drop at all.** 
Many small towns have found 
that the new highway is that big 
industry they've been awaiting. 
«The interstate is the biggest 
industry in Wakeeney,** says 
Roy Holllngshead, a cafe owner 
in the Kansas town. 
«The highway is why we're 
here. Wakeeney nearly died un­ 
til it came out to the highway,** 
says Bill Gaschler, who has a 
gas station there. 
New industries have been at­ 
tracted by the highways. 
Motels, 
restaurants, plants 
and housing developments have 
sprung up along Interstate 83, 
from Harrisburg, Pa., to the 
-Maryland line, where a spokes­ 
man refers to the economic 
growth as «little short of phe­ 
nomenal.** 
Along the John F. Kennedy 
Memorial 
Highway 
in Dela­ 
ware, new businesses and indus­ 
tries employing about 1,100 per­ 
sons, have opened, and a plant, 
to employ 200, is being built. 
In Hfton, Ga., bank president 
John Parke son says: «1 think 
you could count at least 1,000 
Jobs here that we can attribute 
directly to Interstate 75.** 
All 
types of development- 
commercial, Industrial 
and 
residential — have picked up in 
Redlands, Calif., with comple­ 
tion of a freeway. Population 
has jumped from 26,000 to 34,- 
000. 
«We've had a building boom,** 
says the Redlands city manag­ 
er, Ralph Merritt. «Completion 
of the freeway has had a very 
strong impact on the communi­ 
ty.** 
The Pocono resort area in 
eastern Pennsylvania has ex­ 
perienced a marked upsurge in 
tourist 
travel, particularly 
from New York and vicinity. 


But in Pueblo, Colo., a motel 
owner complains: 
«The freeway lands a great 
many 
tourists 
in Colorado 
Springs who would have stopped 
In Pueblo.** 
Downtown areas are regain­ 
ing business. 
In Zanesville, Ohio, City Man­ 
ager Samuel Gray says the in­ 
terstate bypass was a salvation. 
«On oldUJB.40, motorists had 
no alternative but to go through 
the main section of town,** he 
says. t*If this had continued, the 
downtown section wouldn’t have 
survived.** 
West City, a town of 800 in 
Southern Illinois, complained 
bitterly when the Interstate 57 
route split it through its busi­ 
ness section. Now it is delight­ 
ed. 
Five bars were demol­ 
ished to clear a right of way. 
But two major motels are going 
up, and there are three new 
service stations and a new su­ 
permarket 
near 
the 
inter­ 
change. 
Not everyone is happy with 
the freeways. 
Des Moines, Iowa, blames a 5,- 
000 drop in population 
since 
1960 on construction of a free­ 
way through the city. City of­ 
ficials 
contend 
homeowners, 
forced to relocate moved to the 
suburbs. 
Traffic on UJS. 40 through 
Maryland the first six months 
this year was only half what it 
was before Interstate 95 opened 
in 1963. 
Business is off about 25 per 
cent but not as bad as it was, 
says Tom Konstant of White 
Marsh, Md., a motel owner and 
member of the Route 40 Busi­ 
nessmen’s Association. 
Nine firms in the 14 m iles be­ 
tween Elkton and Perry ville, 
Md., have closed, along with 15 
gas stations and 15 motels and 
restaurants along UJS. 40, he 
says. 
But three new motels and two 
new gas stations have been 
built. 
Opposition to the freeway has 
ranged from the political to the 
violent. 
Three engineers surveying a 
route for Interstate 80 east of 
Joliet, Ul., 
were shot and 
wounded when they began to 
make transit sightings acrossa 
private airport on the edge of 


Chicago. There had been a court 
battle over purchase of the land 
for right of way. 
In Utah, the tiny town of Kan- 
naraville, Pop. 300, wanted to be 
a part of the interstate system 
so badly the residents pitched in 
with their own money, materi­ 
als and equipment to build a 
little road from the town to the 
highway. 
The state and the Bureau of 
Public Roads fenced it off.

BERLIN (AP) — Each day, 
Rudolf Hess knows he is 24 
hours closer to the end of Sep­ 
tember and the day when he 
may become the sole inmate of 
the 
cavernous Spandiu 
war 
crimes prison. 
If he is not freed or moved, he 
will be the last Nazi held cap­ 
tive in the 19fch century military 
prison built for600 men. 
At 72, Hess no longer Is the 
darkly handsome deputy fueh­ 
rer to Adolf Hitler who strutted 
with the Nazis to the pinnacle of 
power in Germany In the 1930s. 
He has become an old man with 
25 years imprisonment behind 


him, dating from the day he 
made his startling 1941 flight to 
wartime Great Britain on a self- 
styled “ mission of humanity.” 
Convicted and sentenced ¿o 
life imprisonment by the 1946 
Nuremberg war crimes tribu­ 
nal, Hess has been 
in Span­ 
dau 20 years. He shares the 
prison on West Berlin's out­ 
skirts with two of the ocher 
seven top Nazi originally sent 
to Spandiu. They are former 
Hitler youth leader Baldur von 
Schlrach, 59, and wartime pro­ 
duction minister Albert Speer, 
61. 
At midnight Sept. 30, Von 


Schlrach and Speer will walk 
out of Spindau free men, their 
20.year sentences served. 
Hess has refused to see his 
wife and son all the years he 
has been in Spandau. He does 
not want them to see him as a 
prison inmate. 


The key to whether he will 
remain a man Jailed in Span­ 
dau, whether he will be freed, 
or whether he will be moved to 


France may be willing to help 
Hess. But the Soviet reaction is 
doubtful. Any decision on Hess's 
future must be unanimous.

SL Paul’s Episcopal Church is a member of 
the Anglican, or English speaking communion. 
For a century and a half it bore the name of 
the Church of England, for its governing body 
was the King of England and Parliament. How­ 
ever, in 1789, some eleven years after the 
Declaration of Independence, 
the 
American 
branch was founded, vesting its legislative and 
temporal authority with its General Convention. 
The General Convestion offers leadership to 
the Church as Congress offers it to the Uni­ 
ted States. 
The history of the Episcopal Church runs back 
io the time of the Apostles, and her records 
are intact since the first missionaries went to 
the British Isles from Gaul prior to the Coun­ 
cil of Arles In a.d. 314. Her liturgy, language, 
and religious iife have always been British, 
though today, every1 nation uses its own lan­ 
guage and culture in the liturgy. The Authorized 
Book erf Common Prayer and the authorized 
versions of Holy Scripture cannot be altered 
t$\.the universal Church..Today, the Episco­ 
pal or Anglican Church is found in practically 
< every nation ip the world and there is a total 
membership of over 140 million. 
1 * Her 
form of government closely parallels 
that of the Federal government. The basic unit 
is a parish, each having a name as that of St. 
Paul’s. It is governed by a Rector or a Vicar 


who is called a priest; wardens have charge of 
church records and alms; and vestrymen have 
charge of the property. Parishes are grouped 
geographically into Dioceses. The Dioceses elect 
their own Bishop and government is vested in 
the bishop and the diocesan convention, made 
up of 
both 
clerical 
and lay representives. 
Diocese 
are 
grouped 
into 
provinces, each 
governed by a synod consisting of Bishops, 
priests and 
laymen. Once in three years, 
all bishops and Dioceasan representatives meet 
for a General Convention or Council. It, like 
Congress, is made up of two houses: Bishops 
and Deputies. The ecclesiastical head is the 
Presiding Bishop, elected for life by the Coun­ 
cil or Convention. This Convention is the 
final authority over all temporal matters. 
The Episcopal Church accepts two Creeds, 
the Apostle’s and the Nicene. Clergy must make 
the following declaration: “ I do believe the 
Holy Scriptires of the Old and the New Testa­ 
ment to be the Word of God, and to contain 
all things necessary to salvation, and I do 
solemnly engage to conform to the doctrine, 
discipline, and worship of the Protestant Epis­ 
copal Church in the United States of America.” 
The church likewise expects of all its members 
“ loyalty to the doctrine, discipline, and worship 
of the Church in all the essentials, but allows 
great liberty in nonessentials.”

DETROIT (AP) — More than 
I,200 skilled United Autowork­ 
ers demonstrated Wednesday in 
front of Chrysler Corp. head­ 
quarters to promote their de­ 
mands for an Immediate $l«n- 
hour raise. 
The parade of workers grew 
from 100 to more than 1,200 
over four hours as the UAW 
members 
expressed 
dis­ 
pleasure with rejection of un­ 
ion requests to reopen labor 
contracts and negotiate 
pay 
hikes for skilled workers. 
The Big Three auto firms — 
Chrysler, General Motors and 
Ford—Monday turned down the 
UAW requests to reopen con­ 
tracts to bargain over demands 
for at least a 50-cent hourly in­ 
crease. The pacts will expire 
Sept. 6,1967. 
The demonstration was order­ 
ly. 
Auto plants reported no large- 
scale absenteeism of skilled 
workers, and skilled trades 
leaders said this was because 
'they had restrained workers 
from stopping work to demon­ 
strate. Most paraders apparent­ 
ly were off duty. 
There are nearly 100,000 
skilled tradesman in the Big 
Three, with some 600,000 semi­ 
skilled or unskilled production 
workers.

For War on Poverty

DEXTER — Tne anttpoverty 
program is coming to a cru­ 
cial 
year 
that 
will decide 
whether it will be continued or 
dropped. 
Joseph M. Rowley, 
Jefferson City, state director 
of the division of human re­ 
sources, said last night. 
Rowley spoke at the annual 
meeting of the southeast di­ 
vision of the M issouri Asso­ 
ciation of Social W elfare. About 
75 attended. 
Congress has not acted on re­ 
newal of the poverty program 
and 
probably will 
not until 
after the November election, 
Rowley said. The program has 
not been sold to the taxpaying 
public. 
"No one in M issouri objects 
to eliminating poverty," 
he 
continued, 
"but people object 
to 
the 
means and methods 
used." 
The poverty program s often 
becomes too bureaucratic. Ad­ 
m inistrators often lose sight of 
the fact that they are supposed 
to help the people help them­ 
selves get out of the poverty 
cycle, he noted. 
Becuase of the need for re­ 
vision of the poverty program s 
in the state, Rowley has asked 
his staff to develop criteria for 
the community action program 
agencies. 
Gov. W arren E. Hearnes has 
not vetoed a single program , 
Rowley 
noted, 
because 
the 
governor only has 30 days to 
approve the program and does 
not know whether it is locally 
developed. 
It is hard for the 
governor to say no to these 
program s, Rowley explained. 
To eliminate the guesswork in 
evaluating a proposed program , 
the state will be looking 
for 
several key points, Rowley said. 
One criteria for approval will 
be the amount of community in­ 
volvement in the proposed pro­ 
gram . 
TO what extent the lo­ 
cal agency has been involved 
in planning the program , how 
the 
proposed project will be 
coordinated 
with 
other pro­ 
gram s 
and agencies, why the 
proposed project is necessary 
and the amount of participation 
by municipal agencies will be 
considered before the program 
is approved, the director said. 
The proposed community ac­ 


tion program must have ex­ 
perienced personnel to account 
for funds which can stand up 
to an official audit before ap­ 
proval will be given. An inex­ 
perienced person given the re­ 
sponsibility of accounting for$l 
million will have trouble since 
he is not fam iliar with the tech­ 
nical aspects of auditing me­ 
thods, Rowley explained. 
The degree to which the com­ 
munity action program coor­ 
dinates its efforts with exist­ 
ing planning agencies and those 
agencies that will be created by 
new laws will also determ ine 
whether that CAP is approved. 
The CAP should use all exist­ 
ing agencies, 
both public and 
private to accomplish its goals, 
Rowley declared. 
These war on 
poverty pro­ 
gram s have to be 
sold to the 
public if they are to be con­ 
tinued. 
“ Some program s have 
obviously failed and should be 
discontinued," he noted, while 
others must be examined care­ 
fully to elim inate waste. 
The antipoverty prog ram pro­ 
bably began in 1960 
when the 
then Sen. John F. Kennedy was 
in West Virginia campaigning 
for the presidency, Rowley said. 
Kennedy had just finished de­ 
livering a speech to coal m iners 
who no longer had jobs since 
the mines had been depleted. 
When 
Kennedy 
finished, 
a 
miner spoke out and said he 
had 
heard 
that Kennedy had 
never been poor a day in his 
life, asking the candidate if this 
were true. 
Kennedy admitted the state­ 
ment was true, to which the 
m iner replied; 
“ m ister, you 
ain't m issed a thing." 
Kennedy became aware of the 
needs of the poor in that cam ­ 
paign. 
The poverty program , 
started by 
Kennedy 
and ex­ 
tended by President Johnson, 
is the first tim e any govern­ 
ment in the world has helped 
its poor, Rowley said. 
To date Southeast M issouri has 
been allotted $3,312,000 for the 
poverty program s of the neigh­ 
borhood youth corps, the com­ 
munity action program s and 
adult 
education, 
the director 
noted. 
Surveys have shown that the 
three things the poor want in 
this poverty program are jobs, 
Cont. on page 8 


Governor Hearnes noted that 
Drinkwater “ is tonight as he 
was yesterday--friend, neigh­ 
bor, listener, and advisor quick 
with quiet service to us a ll." 
Stating that Drinkwater 
has

Locher Says 


WASHINGTON (AP) — May- 
or Ralph S. Locher of Cleveland 
said today all the money in the 
world will not solve big-city 
problem s unless there is law 
and order in the streets. 
And he told a Senate panel 
investigating big-city problem s 
that poverty is the most basic 
affliction of all — "poverty and 
its offspring, revolution and 
c rim e .'' 
He 
did 
not 
discuss in a 
prepared 
statem ent the out­ 
break of violence in a Negro 
slum area of Cleveland this 
sum m er. 
But, like the mayors who 
cam e before him, Locher urged 
a new transfusion of federal aid 
to help rebuild the cities. 
"C leveland's specific prob­ 
lem s differ from those of other 
central cities more in degree 
than in kind," Locher said. 
Among them, he said, are 
vast influxes of the poor and 
disadvantaged, slum s, problem- 
plagued schools, unemployment 
and "m ore im portantly, the de­ 
struction of hope for those who 
need it m ost." 
"And poverty," he said, "at 
the root of it all, poverty." 
Locher said the nation faces 
the task of creating a new mid­ 
dle class in the great cities. “ It 
is a task which we can hope to 
accom plish only by marshaling 
all the forces and all the re­ 
sources at our command and 
working together as never be­ 
fo re ," he said. 
He suggested that a share of 
federal income tax funds be re ­ 
turned to the cities — "a s a 
m atter of right” — to use as 
they see fit.

An inex­ 
perienced person given the re­ 
sponsibility of accounting for$l 
million w ill have trouble since 
he is not fam iliar wlththetech­ 
nical aspects of auditing me­ 
thods, Rowley explained.

The antipoverty program pro­ 
bably began in 1960 
when the 
then Sen. John F. Kennedy was 
in West Virginia campaigning 
for the presidency, Rowley said. 
Kennedy had just finished de­ 
livering a speech to coal miners 
who no longer had jobs since 
the m ines had been depleted. 
When 
Kennedy 
finished,

miner spoke out and said he 
had 
heard 
that Kennedy had 
never been poor a day in his 
life, asking the candidate lf this 
were true. 
Kennedy admitted the state­ 
ment was true, to which the 
miner replied; 
"m ister, you 
ain't m issed a thing." 
Kennedy became aware of the 
needs of the poor in that cam­ 
paign. 
The poverty program, 
started by 
Kennedy 
and ex­ 
tended by president johnson, 
is the first time any govern­ 
ment in the world has helped 
Its poor, Rowley said. 
To date Southeast Missouri has 
been allotted $3,312,000 for the 
poverty program s of the neigh­ 
borhood youth corps, the com­

WASHINGTON (AP) — May. 
or Ralph S. Locher of Cleveland 
said today all the money in the 
world will not solve big-city 
problem s unless there is law 
and order in the streets. 
And he told a Senate panel 
investigating big-city problems 
that poverty is the most basic 
affliction of all — "povertyand 
its offspring, revolution and 
crim e.” 
He 
did 
not 
discuss in a 
prepared 
statement the out­ 
break of violence in a Negro 
slum area of Cleveland this 
sum m er. 
But, like the mayors who 
cam e before him, Locher urged 
a new transfusion of federal ald 
to help rebuild the cities. 
"Cleveland's specific prob­ 
lem s differ from those of other 
central cities more in degree 
than in kind," Locher said. 
Among them, he said, are 
vast influxes of the poor aud 
disadvantaged, slum s, problem- 
plagued schools, unemployment 
and "m ore Importantly, the de­ 
struction of hope for those who 
need it m ost." 
"And poverty," he said, "at 
the root of it all, poverty." 
Locher said the nation faces 
the task of creating a new mid­ 
dle cla ss In the great cities. "It 
is a task which we can hope to 
accom plish only by marshaling 
all the forces and all the re­ 
sources at our command and 
working together as never be­ 
fore," he said. 
He suggested that a share of 
federal income tax funds be re­ 
turned to the cities — "as a 
matter of right" — to use as 
they see fit.

When this editor served several years ago 
ago as state vice chairman of M issourians for 
Progress, an organization set up to increase 
the gasoline tax for needed highway, road and 
street development, it was believed this would 
go a long way toward a solution. It did help 
and is today, measurably so. But it was not a 
big enough step. This and other tax sources 
cannot now or in the future provide sufficient 
funds to construct the kind of highways we 
need now and in the coming years. Motor 
transportation will be overwhelming in the 1980’s 
if we fail to start on these roads now. 
As many of us are aware of from personal 
experiences, and as the Governor said last 
week in Kansas City, the state’s road system 
is mainly on an east-w est basis. Our north- 
south roads, although being improved, leave 
much to be desired. Last week we drove to 
and from the Iowa line. The week before we 
drove south to Springfield, earlier to Rolla 
and on another occasion down to Nevada. Sev­ 
eral weeks ago when we hurriedly set up a 
trip to Sikeston in Southeast M issouri, we were 
told by several experienced sources the best 
route was to drive directly east over Inter­ 
state 70 clear to St. Louis, cross to the Illi­ 
nois side and go south to Cairo, then cross 
back into Missouri to get to Sikeston. 
Missouri needs four-lane, fast, safe roads 
from: 
(1) Kansas City to Joplin, toward Fort Smith, 
Ark.; 
(2) Central M issouri to Southeast M issouri; 
(3) Hannibal southward; 
(4) An east-w est highway across the bottom 
of the state. 
Only toll roads can provide the solution. 
It is imperative that the alert and conscien­ 
tious State Highway Commission move full speed 
ahead, first in the planning, then in prompt 
action to build the roads. Such highways as 
we speak of here can be built through the 
issues of revenue bonds and be retired by the 
users of the highways.

To solve our already massive traffic problem 
on highway travel, one that will become stag­ 
gering if we delay several years longer, Mis­ 
souri has no alternative but to take the route 
of toll roads. It hasn’t been very long ago that 
signs announcing a toll road or bridge ahead 
brought automatic expressions of distaste. But 
this is another era — in tourist travel, in 
com m ercial transportation, in ready acceptance 
by those who want modern roads to pay for 
them 
Toll roads today provide the only practical 
and adquate means of financing widespread 
construction of fourlane, fast, comparatively 
safe highways. M otorists now seek out these 
highways, in Florida, Pennsylvania, Kentucky, 
Kansas, wherever they are. 
This editor has just returned from a $1,600- 
mile trip in three mid-western states and the 
urgency of constructing UNENDING stretches of 
modern highways has never been more apparent, 
both from the standpoint of traffic volume and 
safety factor. There were some m iles of de­ 
lightful interstate travel. But there was much 
more of the narrow, up-and-down, curving road- 
wasy with detours, driving on fresh oil, driv­ 
ing trough jammed up cities and having to work 
at the task of traveling. 
The pleasant, restful driving we recall of 
some 
time back was made possible by the 
smooth-sailing toll roads in Kentucky, in the 
Louisville-Lexington area. After puching over 
winding slaughter strips in Southern Kentucky 
and Northern Tennessee. We have made it a 
point to seek out specified roads between Kansas 
City, Kans., 'i opeka and Lawrence because those 
toll roads provided the fastest, safest route.

At first thought, this fact may 
be alm ost frightening to those 
who picture all cyclists as hood­ 
lum s such as occasionally make 
headlines with their irrespon­ 
sible antics.

YOUNG AMERICANS KNOW NO 
OTHER KIND 
Our federal government has 
become the largest enterprise, 
em ployer, property owner and 
repository of wealth in the Uni­ 
ted States of America. Beyond 
its vast economic activities, the 
federal 
government 
plays a 
supervising or controlling role 
in nearly every aspect of pro­ 
duction, trade and employment. 
It has been said that the fed­ 
eral government is “ a silent 
partner 
in 
every 
business 
transaction." Often, it is not so 
silent. 
Young people growing up in a 
country 
dominated 
by 
this 
gigantic superstructure of gov­ 
ernm ent find it easy to see the 
colossal extent of government 
activity and control from Wash­ 
ington as natural and normal. 
They have known nothing else. 
A careful study of history will 
show how many powers our fed­ 
eral government has assumed 
which are not the basic, e s ­ 
sential powers which it was set 
up to wield. 
There are few, if any, better 
places to seek out the rightful 
and necessary elem ents of the 
power of government than the 
Declaration 
of Independence. 
This is what it says about the 
basic powers of government and 
where they come from: 
"W e hold these truths to be 
self-evident, that all men are 
created equal, that they are en­ 
dowed by their Creator with 
certain unalienable Rights, that 
among these are Life, Liberty 
and the pursuit of Happiness. 
That to secure these rights, 
Governments 
are 
instituted 
among Men, deriving their just 
powers from the consent of the 
governed,. . . ." 
To secure these rights 
— 
the rights to life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness 
— 
is the only basic and neces­ 
sary purpose of government. 
There is nothing in these mag­ 
nificent words about freedom 
from want, freedom from fear, 
o r 
even freedom from war. 
There is nothing about pro­ 
viding a minimum standard of 


living, or services of any kind 
to the citizen. The D eclara­ 
tion speaks only of "securing," 
that is, of protecting the lives, 
liberties, and opportunities to 
achieve, of every Individual. 
W lthout a sound and stable 
government, 
there 
would be 
crim e without lim it. We would 
live only under the "law of the 
Jungle." We would be in a state 
of anarchy, or as the men who 
signed the Declaration called 
it, " a state of nature." 
However, when a government 
has provided guarantees of life, 
liberty and opportunity to every 
lawabiding citizen; it has done 
its job. It has fulfilled the only 
task set for it in the charter 
of our national independence. 
The 
government legally en­ 
forces its guarantees through 
three powers: to prevent and 
deter crim e wihin our own bord­ 
e r through police action; to r e ­ 
pel foreign invaders through 
arm ed forces for national de­ 
fense; 
to 
adm inister Justice 
among 
individuals, 
firm s, 
states and the nation through 
the courts. 
We should discuss and p e r­ 
haps dispute the amounts of tax 
money which should be spent on 
police, defense and the courts, 
but no one can reasonably deny 
the need for these powers. 
A very important principle is 
that the best way to handle any 
government power beyond the 
basic three is to control it 
entirely at the local level. 
An example is education. Very 
few persons have objected to 
our system of free public edu­ 
cation and compulsory school 
attendance, because it has been 
under local control. Still, as 
desirable as free public educa­ 
tion is, if it were controlled 
by the federal government, it 
would prove more of a threat 
than a blessing. 
A m ericans will be less likely 
to approve grants of govern­ 
mental power where there is 
no real need if they keep in 


mind the dangers of federal 
control. 
If personal enterprise can do 
any Job better than government, 
government should stay out. If 
personal 
enterprise and gov­ 
ernm ent can do a Job equally 
well, government should still 
stay out, because of the risk 
involved in any new grant of 
power. 
R is time to assign the task 
to government only when it is 
clear that personal enterprise 
cannot do a given Job with any 
degree of sufficiency. TTiis may 
seem a simple test to apply, 
but it is not used nearly enough. 
There is no doubt that govern­ 
ment is now active in num er­ 
ous 
areas 
where 
personal 
enterprise could do the job bet­ 
te r. 
The suprem e risk of allowing 
government to expand beyond 
its three basic powers is that 
government begins to gain a 
momentum of its own. At that 
point, the great transition from 
governm ent-as-servant to gov­ 
ernm ent -as-m aster begins. We 
stand today, as a nation, In 
the very midst of that tran si­ 
tion. The whole future of the 
kind of government called for 
by the Declaration of Indepen­ 
dence is at stake. TTie princi­ 
ples of the Declaration were 
new in their day and they are 
still new in ours. Government 
a s m aster is the most ancient 
curse of civilized man. 
Just as the men who signed 
the Declaration had to make 
their choice, 
we must make 
ours.

TOLL ROADS THE ONLY SOLUTION! 
To solve our already m assive traffic problem 
on highway travel, one that will become stag­ 
gering if we delay several years longer, M is­ 
souri has no alternative but to take the route 
of toll roads. It hasn’t been very long ago that 
signs announcing a toll road or bridge ahead 
brought automatic expressions of distaste. But 
this is another era — in tourist travel, in 
commercial transportation, in ready acceptance 
by those who want modern roads to pay for 
them 
Toll roads today provide the only practical 
and adquate means of financing widespread 
construction of fourlane, fast, comparatively 
safe highways. Motorists now seek out these 
highways, in Florida, Pennsylvania, Kentucky, 
Kansas, wherever they are. 
This editor has just returned from a $1,600- 
mile trip in three mid-western states and the 
urgency of constructing UNENDING stretches of 
modern highways has never been more apparent, 
both from the standpoint of traffic volume and 
safety factor.

We have made it a 
point to seek out specified roads between Kansas 
City, Kans., Topeka and Lawrence because those 
toll roads provided the fastest, safest route. 
Our own Missouri, which has an admirable 
road program and a top notch highway com m is­ 
sion, especially needs four-lane roads running 
north and south. 
lf more legislators had listened 13 years ago 
to one of their foresighted members, now M is­ 
souri’s Warren E. Hearnes, we would be a long 
way forward in meeting the demands of today’s 
traffic through the toll road financing method 
he supported. The Governor still says, and we 
are confident he is right, that neither gasoline 


tax nor bond issues can provide adequate or 
practical means to finance the construction or 
provide for the maintenance of an adeqi^te sy s- - 
tem.

When this editor served several years ago 
ago as state vice chairman of Missourians for 
Progress, an organization set up to increase 
the gasoline tax for needed highway, road and 
street development, it was believed this would 
go a long way toward a solution. It did help 
and is today, measurably so. But it was not a 
big enough step. This and other tax sources 
cannot now or in the future provide sufficient 
funds to construct the kind of highways we 
need now and in the coming years. Motor 
transportation will be overwhelming in the 1980’s 
if we fail to start on these roads now. 
As many of us are aware of from personal 
experiences, and as the Governor said last 
week in Kansas City, the state’s road system 
is mainly on an east-w est basis. Our north- 
south roads, although being improved, leave 
much to be desired. Last week we drove to 
and from the Iowa line. The week before we 
drove south to Springfield, earlier to Rolla 
and on another occasion down to Nevada. Sev­ 
eral weeks ago when we hurriedly set up a 
trip to Sikeston in Southeast Missouri, we were 
told by several experienced sources the best 
route was to drive directly east over Inter­ 
state 70 clear to St. Louis, cross to the Illi­ 
nois side and go south to Cairo, then cross 
back into Missouri to get to Sikeston. 
Missouri needs four-lane, fast, safe roads 
from: 
(1) Kansas City to Joplin, toward Fort Smith, 
Ark.; 
(2) Central Missouri to Southeast Missouri; 
(3) Hannibal southward; 
(4) An east-w est highway across the bottom 
of the state. 
Only toll roads can provide the solution. 
It is imperative that the alert and conscien­ 
tious State Highway Commission move full speed 
ahead, first in the planning, then in prompt 
action to build the roads. Such highways as 
we speak of here can be built through the 
issues of revenue bonds and be retired by the 
users of the highways. 
The most modern highways, running north and 
south as well as east and w est,areas important 
to M issouri’s present and future development 
and general well being as anything we know of.

Headlights and 
artificial highway lighting help, but the greatest 
advance in night-driving safety has been re­ 
flectivity. 
The principal of light-reflection 
is used in

and paint applied at many danger points such 
as bridge abutments. 
Beyond artificial light and reflectivity there isn’t 
mucn that can be done for the night driver. 
But he can do something for himself: stay 
awake.

COME OF AGE 
The 
motorcycle and scooter 
age Is upon us! The last ves­ 
tige of doubt vanished when the 
Motorcycle 
and 
Scooter In­ 
formation Bureau recently re ­ 
vealed that the ranks of two­ 
wheeled riders has swollen to 
alm ost 5 million, and that re ­ 
gistration of the vehicles may 
double before the year Is out. 
In many 
states 
there 
are 
already twice as many cycles 
and scooters on the roads to­ 
day as there were just one year 
ago, 
At first thought, this fact may 
be almost frightening to those 
who picture all cyclists as hood­ 
lum s such as occasionally make 
headlines with their irrespon­ 
sible antics. 
But another and 
reassuring fact is that a lot

YOUNG AMERICANS KNOW NO 
OTHER KIND 
Our federal government has 
become the largest enterprise, 
em ployer, property owner and 
repository of wealth In the Uni­ 
ted States of America. Beyond 
its vast economic activities, the 
federal 
government 
plays a 
supervising or controlling role 
in nearly every aspect of p ro­ 
duction, trade and employment. 
It has been said that the fed­ 
eral government Is “ a silent 
partner 
In 
every 
business 
transaction.” Often, It Is not so 
silent. 
Young people growing up In a 
country 
dominated 
by 
this 
gigantic superstructure of gov­ 
ernm ent find It easy to see the 
colossal extent of government 
activity and control from Wash­ 
ington as natural and normal. 
They have known nothing else. 
A careful study of history will 
show how many plowers our fed­ 
eral government has assumed 
which are not the basic, e s ­ 
sential powers which It was set 
up to wield. 
There are few, lf any, better 
places to seek out the rightful 
and necessary elements of the 
power of government than the 
D eclaration 
of Independence. 
This Is what it says about the 
basic powers of government and 
where they come from: 
“ We hold these truths to be 
self-evident, that all men are 
created equal, that they are en­ 
dowed by their Creator with 
certain unalienable Rights, that 
among these are Life, Liberty 
and the pursuit of Happiness. 
That to secure these rights, 
Governments 
are 
Instituted 
among Men, deriving their just 
powers from the consent of the 
governed,. . . .” 
To secure these rights 
— 
the rights to life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness — 
Is the only basic and neces­ 
sary purpose of government. 
T here Is nothing In these mag­ 
nificent words about freedom 
from want, freedom from fear, 
o r 
even freedom from war. 
T here 
Is nothing about p ro­ 
viding a minimum standard of 


A 


living, or services of any kind 
to the citizen. The D eclara­ 
tion speaks only of “ securing,” 
that Is, of protecting the lives, 
liberties, and opportunities to 
achieve, of every Individual. 
Without a sound and stable 
government, 
there 
would be 
crim e without lim it. We would 
live only under the "law of the 
jungle." We would be In a state 
of anarchy, or as the men who 
signed the Declaration called 
it, "a state of nature.” 
However, when a government 
has provided guarantees of life, 
liberty and opportunity to every 
lawabiding citizen; It has done 
Its Job, It has fulfilled the only 
task set for It In the charter 
of our national Independence. 
The 
government legally en­ 
forces Its guarantees through 
three powers: to prevent and 
deter crime wlhin our own bord­ 
e r through police action; to re ­ 
pel foreign Invaders through 
arm ed forces for national de­ 
fense; 
to 
adm inister justice 
among 
Individuals, 
firm s, 
states and the nation through 
the courts. 
We should discuss and per­ 
haps dispute the amounts of tax 
money which should be spent on 
police, defense and the courts, 
but no one can reasonably deny 
the reed for these powers. 
A very Important principle Is 
that the best way to handle any 
government power beyond the 
basic three Is to control It 
entirely at the local level. 
An example Is education. Very 
few pier sons have objected to 
our system of free public edu­ 
cation and compulsory school 
attendance, because It has been 
under local control. Still, as 
desirable as free public educa­ 
tion Is, lf It were controlled 
by the federal government, It 
would prove more of a threat 
than a blessing. 
Americans will be less likely 
to approve grants of govern­ 
mental power where there Is 
no real need lf they keep In 


mind the dangers of federal 
control. 
If personal enterprise can do 
any job better than government, 
government should stay out. If 
personal 
enterprise and gov­ 
ernm ent can do a Job equally 
well, government should still 
stay out, because of the risk 
Involved In any new grant of 
p)ower. 
It Is time to assign the task 
to government only when It Is 
clear that personal enterprise 
cannot do a given Job with any 
degree of sufficiency. This may 
seem a simple test to apply, 
but It Is not used nearly enough. 
There Is no doubt that govern­ 
ment Is now active In num er­ 
ous 
areas 
where 
personal 
enterprise could do the Job bet­ 
te r. 
The supreme risk of allowing 
government to expand beyond 
its three basic powers is that 
government begins to gain a 
momentum of its own. At that 
point, the great transition from 
governm ent-as-servant to gov­ 
ernm ent-a s-m aster begins. We 
stand today, as a nation, In 
the very midst of that tran si­ 
tion. The whole future of the 
kind of government called for 
by the Declaration of Indepen­ 
dence Is at stake. The princi­ 
ples of the Declaration were 
new In their day and they are 
still new In ours. Government 
as m aster is the most ancient 
curse of civilized man. 
Just as the men who signed 
the Declaration had to make 
their choice, 
we must make 
ours.

NEW YORI v.AP) — We live 
today 
in a two-of-eveTything 
world. 
It Is getting so a man can’t 
hold his head up proudly any 
more unless he has a two-car 
garage, and dwells In a house 
that has at least two telephones, 
two television sets and two or 
more bathrooms. Many of the 
bathrooms even have two wash 
basins — for M r.and M rs. 
But this philosophy of double 
plenty breaks down completely 
when a 
man goes to work. 
There he gets only one of every­ 
thing — except perhaps In the 
matter of papier clips. 
What proflteth a man to dwell 
In a house with two bathrooms, 
two cars and two television sets 
lf he has to work In an office 
where he Is allowed only one 
desk and one swivel chair? 
Subconsciously, he can’t help 
feeling that he Is a failure. To 
have only one of anything today 
is a sign of lack of success. 
Deep in his mind lies the con­ 
viction that lf he were really 
getting ahead at the office he 
would have two of everything 
there, too —- two desks, two 
swivel chairs and even two sec­ 
retaries. 
It may be argued that this is 
childish, that while it would be a 
pheasant status symbol to have 
an extra secretary to check up 
on the first one’s spelling e r­ 
ro rs, no man could possibly 
have amy use for a second swiv­ 
el chair or a second desk. 
But he could. Any psychiatrist 


will tell 
you that too much 
sam eness leads to boredom and 
boredom causes fatigue. One of 
the reasons a tired businessman 
gets so tired Is that he sits In 
the sam e old hot swivel chair all 
day long. 
lf he had two swivel chairs, 
perhaps one with a ha rd cushion 
and one with a soft cushion, he 
could switch back and forth so 
that neither became overheated. 
This would enable him tokeepa 
cool head so important in mak­ 
ing those keen, cold, logical de­ 
cisions 
required 
in modern 
business. 


Why two desks? The advan­ 
tages of having a second desk 
should 
be 
obvious 
to 
any 
thoughtful student of office hab­ 
its. 
A 
man with only one desk 
finds it never has enough space. 
It may look neat on top, but 
within all Is chaos. His personal 
belongings are all mixed up 
with his business files. 
He lives in dread of the day 
when his boss will stroll upend 
ask for an Important folder — 
and Instead of pulling out the 
fd d e r he'll pluck out a race 
track form . 
If a man has two desks, such 
tragedies could be averted. He 
could use one desk for business 
papers, and the other desk as a 
kind of home away from home. 
No great society can be truly 
great until a man bas two of 
everything in his office as well 
as at home.

the Brown and Root family to

However, It should be noted 
that Brown and Root also pros­ 
pered under Eisenhower. They 
were given a large slice of the 
contract to build m ilitary bases 
in Spain at a cost of around $2 
billion.

They also voted to increase 
the players* pension fund share 
by 55 per cent, or $4 million an­ 
nually, from television receipts 
from the World Series and All- 
Star games in 1967 and 1968, 
Miller and commission Wil­ 
liam Eckert apparently 
dis­ 
agreed over dropping 
the $2- 
per-day item. 
“ Three proposals offered by 
the players association were re­ 
jected and I am disappointed,** 
said M iller. “ My meeting with 
the player relation committee 
headed by president Joe Cronin 
and W arren Giles of the Am eri­ 
can and National leagues was 
not a hostile one. I asked for 
basic thinking in their objection 
to my points. My next step will 
be to report back to the player 
representatives.** 
M iller's suggested proposals 
were: 
1. Joint sponsorship of the All- 
Star game 4)y the association 
and owners to get the income 
for the $150,000 association op­ 
erating expenses, including Mil­ 
le r's salary. 
2. A proposed careful study of 
the tim e and expense of the as­ 
sociation in adm inistering the 
pension fund with the prospect 


of tapping the fund for 
share of the association's bud­ 
get. 
3. A suggestion that the play­ 
ers be permitted to authorize 
either deduction of $2 a day for 
association operations or have 
the option of continuing to con­ 
tribute to the pension fund. 
Eckert said that “ in view of

CHICAGO (AP) — The major 
leagues apparently have cleared 
the way for the controversial 
matter of paying the annual 
$50,000 salary of Marvin Mil­ 
ler, new executive director of 
the Major Players Association.

disappointed in the club owners' 
rejection of three proposals by 
the players association for fi­ 
nancing their affairs. 
The owners voted Thursday to 
relieve the players of a $2-per- 
day contribution to the pension 
fund, now totaling $33 million, 
with the thought that this money 
could be diverted to paying Mil­ 
ler. 
TTiey also voted to increase 
the players' pension fund share 
by 55 per cent, or $4 million an­ 
nually, from television receipts 
from the World Series and All- 
Star games in 1967 and 1968. 
Miller and commission Wil­ 
liam Eckert apparently dis­ 
agreed over dropping 
the $2- 
per-day item. 
"Three proposals offered by 
the players association were re­ 
jected and la m disappointed," 
said Miller. "My meeting with 
the player relation committee 
headed by president Joe Cronin 
and Warren Giles of the Ameri­ 
can and National leagues was 
not a hostile one. I asked for 
basic thinking in their objection 
to my points. My next step will 
be to report back to the player 
representatives." 
Miller's suggested proposals 
were: 
1. Joint sponsorship of the All- 
Star game 4>y the association 
and owners to get the income 
for the $150,000 association op­ 
erating expenses, including Mil­ 
ler's salary. 
2. A proposed careful study of 
the time and expense of the as­ 
sociation in administering the 
pension fund with the prospect 


of tapping the fund for 
share of the association's I 
get. 
3. A suggestion that the play­ 
ers be permitted to authorize 
either deduction of $2 a day for 
association operations or have 
the option of continuing to con­ 
tribute to the pension fund. 
Eckert said that "in view of 
the great increase (of the play­ 
ers' TV money), the clubs fur­ 
ther aided the players by re­ 
lieving them of the requirement 
to pay the $2 dues to the pen­ 
sion fund, although I would like 
to emphasize that the action 
will be entirely voluntary on the 
players part."

NEW YORK (AP) — Five 
years ago, the country north of 
AbUene, Kan., was all farm­ 
land. 
Today it has a new 
crop — 
motels, gas stations and drive- 
ins. 
Once UJS. Highway 40 ran 
through Abilene, a town of 8,000 
in central Kansas and the town 
where former President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower grew up. 
Then along came Interstate 
70, part of the nation's 41,000- 
mile interstate highway system, 
on which the federal govern­ 
ment is lavishing more than $50 
billion. 
About 21,500 miles of the na­ 
tionwide system are open now, 
including Interstate 70, between 
Topeka, 
Kan., 
and Denver, 
Colo., and passes one mile north 
of Abilene. The rest of the inter­ 
state system is to be open by 
1972. 


Many motels, restaurants and 
gas stations along the old road 
through Abilene have closed. 
Some have new locations along 
the interstate route. And new 
ones have sprung up 
in 
the 
farmlands. 
An Associated Press survey 
indicated the nation's new high­ 
way system is doing for some 
communities just what the rail­ 
roads did 100 years ago. Cities 
along the main highways are 
growing; small ones further 
back are having trouble. 
"Nearly 
everybody agrees 
that a new highway in his area 
provides an economic shot in 
the arm,” says Robert Conway, 
in assistant director of the Mas­ 
sachusetts Department of Com­ 
merce and Development. 
California studied the effects 
of an Interstate 5 bypass on 
Dunsmuri, a small forest town 
in northern Siskiyou County, 
ind concluded: 
"Generally, bypass studies 
reveal that business in a com­ 
munity wUl drop in the first six 
months after the bypass open­ 
ing. Then it will slowly recover, 
and in most cases surpass its 
former level. The process may 
take about two years — some­ 
times longer.Sometimes recov­ 
ery is immediate, and some­ 
times there is no drop at all.” 
Many small towns have found 
that the new highway is that big 
industry they've been awaiting. 
"The interstate is the biggest 
industry in Wakeeney,” says 
Roy Hollingshead, a cafe owner 
in the Kansas town. 
"The highway is why we're 
here. Wakeeney nearly died un­ 
til it came out to the highway,” 
says BUI Gaschler, who has a 
gas station there. 
New industries have been at­ 
tracted by the highways. 
Motels, 
restaurants, plants 
and housing developments have 
sprung up along Interstate 83, 
from Harrisburg, Pa., to the 
•Maryland line, where a spokes­ 
man refers to the economic 
growth as "little short of phe­ 
nomenal.” 
Along the John F. Kennedy 
Memorial 
Highway 
in Dela­ 
ware, new businesses and indus­ 
tries employing a bout 1,100 per­ 
sons, have opened, and a plant, 
to employ 200, is being built. 
In Tifton, Ga., bank president 
John Parkeson says: " I think 
you could count at least 1,000 
jobs here that we can attribute 
directly to Interstate 75.” 
All 
types of development- 
commercial, Industrial 
and 
residential — have picked up in 
Redlands, Calif., with comple­ 
tion of a freeway. Population 
has jumped from 26,000 to 34,- 
000. 
"We've had abuUdingboom,” 
says the Redlands city manag­ 
er, Ralph Merritt. "Completion 
of the freeway has had a very 
strong impact on the communi­ 
ty.” 
The Pocono resort area in 
eastern Pennsylvania has ex­ 
perienced a marked upsurge in 
tourist 
travel, particularly 
from New York and vicinity. 


But in Pueblo, Colo., a motel 
owner complains: 
"The freeway lands a great 
many 
tourists 
in 
Colorado 
Springs who would have stopped 
In Pueblo.” 
Downtown areas are regain­ 
ing business. 
In ZanesvUle, Ohio, City Man­ 
ager Samuel Gray says the in­ 
terstate bypass was a salvation. 
"On oldU£.40, motoristshad 
no alternative but to go through 
the main section of town,” he 
says. ‘.'If this had continued, the 
downtown section wouldn't have 
survived.” 
West City, a town of 800 in 
Southern Hlinois, complained 
bitterly when the Interstate 57 
route split it through its busi­ 
ness section. Now it is delight­ 
ed. 
Five bars were demol­ 
ished to clear a right of way. 
But two major motels are going 
up, and there are three new 
service stations and a new su­ 
permarket 
near 
the 
inter­ 
change. 
Not everyone is happy with 
the freeways. 
Des Moines, Iowa, blames a 5,- 
000 drop in population 
since 
1960 on construction of a free­ 
way through the city. City of­ 
ficials 
contend 
homeowners 
forced to relocate moved to the 
suburbs. 
Traffic on U«S. 40 through 
Maryland the first six months 
this year was only half what it 
was before Interstate 95 opened 
in 1963. 
Business is off about 25 per 
cent but not as bad as it was, 
says Tom Konstant of White 
Marsh, Md., a motel owner and 
member of the Route 40 Busi­ 
nessmen's Association. 
Nine firms in the 14 mUesbe­ 
tween Elkton and Perryville, 
Md., have closed, along with 15 
gas stations and 15 motels and 
restaurants along UJS. 40, he 
‘ says. 
But three new motels and two 
new gas stations have been 
buUt. 
Opposition to the freeway has 
ranged from the political to the 
violent. 
Three engineers surveying a 
route for Interstate 80 east of

St. PauPs Episcopal Church is a member of 
the Anglican, or English speaking communion. 
For a century and a half it bore the name of 
the Church of England, for its governing body 
was the King of England and Parliament. How­ 
ever, in 1789, some eleven years after the 
Declaration of 
Independence, 
the 
American 
branch was founded, vesting its legislative and 
temporal authority with its General Convention. 
The General Convestion offers leadership to 
the Church as Congress offers it to the Uni­ 
ted States. 
The history of the Episcopal Church runs back 
to the time of the Apostles, and her records 
are intact since the first missionaries went to 
the British Isles from Gaul prior to the Coun- 
\ eil of Arles in a.d. 314. Her liturgy, language, 
and religious iife have always been British, 
though today, every nation uses its own lan­ 
guage and culture in the liturgy. The Authorized 
Book of Common Prayer and the authorized 
versions of Holy Scripture cannot be altered 
.by.ihe universal Church. .Today, the Episco- 
' pal or Anglican Church is found in practically 
- every nation in the world and there is a total 
membership of over 140 million. 
• * Her 
form of government closely parallels 
that of the Federal government. The basic unit 
is a parish, each having a name as that of St. 
PauPs. It is governed by a Rector or a Vicar 


who is called a priest; wardens have charge of 
church records and alms; and vestrymen have 
charge of the property. Parishes are grouped 
geographically into Dioceses. The Dioceses elect 
their own Bishop and government is vested in 
the bishop and the diocesan convention, made 
up of 
both 
clerical 
and lay representives. 
Diocese 
are 
grouped 
into 
provinces, each 
governed by a synod consisting of Bishops, 
priests and 
laymen. Once in three years, 
all bishops and Dioceasan representatives meet 
for a General Convention or Council. It, like 
Congress, is made up of two houses: Bishops 
and Deputies. The ecclesiastical head is the 
Presiding Bishop, elected for life by the Coun­ 
cil or Convention. This Convention is the 
final authority over all temporal matters. 
The Episcopal Church accepts two Creeds, 
the Apostle’s and the Nicene. Clergy must make 
the following declaration: “ I do believe the 
Holy Scriptires of the Old and the New Testa­ 
ment to be the Word of God, and to contain 
all things necessary to salvation, and I do 
solemnly engage to conform to the doctrine, 
discipline, and worship of the Protestant Epis­ 
copal Church in the United States of America.” 
The church likewise expects of all its members 
“ loyalty to the doctrine, discipline, and worship 
of the Church in all the essentials, but allows 
great liberty in nonessentials.”

St. PauPs Episcopal Church is a member of 
the Anglican, or English speaking communion. 
For a century and a half it bore the name of 
the Church of England, for its governing body 
was the King of England and Parliament. How­ 
ever, in 1789, some eleven years after the 
Declaration of 
Independence, 
the 
American 
branch was founded, vesting its legislative and 
tem poral authority with its General Convention. 
The General Convestion offers leadership to 
the Church as Congress offers it to the Uni­ 
ted States. 
The history of the Episcopal Church runs back 
to the tim e of the Apostles, and her records 
are intact since the first m issionaries went to 
the British Isles from Gaul prior to the Coun- 
\ cli of A rles in a.d. 314. Her liturgy, language, 
and religious life have always been British, 
though today, every nation uses its own lan­ 
guage and culture in the liturgy. The Authorized 
Book of Common Prayer and the authorized 
** versions of Holy Scripture cannot be altered 
ky.ihe universal Church. Today, the Episco­ 
pal or Anglican Church is found in practically 
every nation in the world and there is a total 
membership of over 140 million. 
* Her 
form of government closely parallels 
that of the Federal government. The basic unit 
is a parish, each having a name as that of St. 
PauPs. It is governed by a Rector or a Vicar 


who is called a priest; wardens have charge of 
church records and alm s; and vestrymen have 
charge of the property. Parishes are grouped 
geographically into Dioceses. The Dioceses elect 
their own Bishop and government is vested in 
the bishop and the diocesan convention, made 
up of 
both 
clerical 
and lay representives. 
Diocese 
are 
grouped 
into 
provinces, each 
governed by a synod consisting of Bishops, 
priests and 
laymen. Once in three years, 
all bishops and Dioceasan representatives m eet 
for a General Convention or Council. It, like 
Congress, is made up of two houses: Bishops 
and Deputies. The ecclesiastical head is the 
Presiding Bishop, elected for life by the Coun­ 
cil or Convention. This Convention is the 
final authority over all tem poral matters. 
The Episcopal Church accepts two Creeds, 
the Apostle’s and the Nicene. Clergy must make 
the following declaration: “ I do believe the 
Holy Scriptires of the Old and the New T esta­ 
ment to be the Word of God, and to contain 
all things necessary to salvation, and I do 
solemnly engage to conform to the doctrine, 
discipline, and worship of the Protestant Epis­ 
copal Church in the United States of Am erica.” 
The church likewise expects of all its members 
“ loyalty to the doctrine, discipline, and worship 
of the Church in all the essentials, but allows 
great litre rty in nonessentials.”

Today is Friday, Aug. 26, the 
238th day of 1966. There are 127 
days left in the year. 
Today's highlight in history; 
On this date in 1920 the 19th 
Amendment to the UJS. Consti­ 
tution, giving women the right 
to vote, was proclaimed in ef­ 
fect. 
On this date: 
In 1929, the Graf Zeppelin 
reached Los Angeles from To­ 
kyo. 
In 1937, Japan established a 
blockade of Chinese shipping. 
In 1940, the joint Canadian- 
UJS. Defense Commission held 
its first meeting. 
In 1945, twenty-one Japanese 
envoys boarded the battleship 
UJSJS. Missouri for surrender 
instructions. 
In 1946, for the first time in 
its history, the United States 
agreed to accept a higher legal 
authority than its own. Wash­ 
ington agreed 
to accept the 
Jurisdiction of the International 
Court of Justice in legal dis­ 
putes on the interpretation of 
treaties and international law. 
Ten years ago — It was dis­ 
closed in a White House state­ 
ment that the Soviet Union had 
exploded a nuclear test weap­ 
on in Soviet Central Asia.
